The city of Springfield was as quiet 


as a country grave yard when the 
soldier lads arrived there from this 
city ai 1:20 o'clock this morning, and 
whatever the situation may have been 
on the two proceeding nights, it look- 
ed very much a worthless expense of 
about $4.000 per day to the state, to 
have six hundred troops held there un- 
der such conditions <as those that pre- 
vailed from sun down last evening un- 
til the hour of this writing, this af- 
ternoon. 
During the last half of the 


night, no one could be seen on the 
streets except an occasional news- 
paper man, and "the shivering-sentries 
who paced their beats in 
a half- 


hearted manner, apparently wonder- 
ing what they had been called out 
for. The duties they had to perform 
were less exciting than provost guard 
duty in town at the annual 
camp. 


The only evidence to be found of the 
exciting and deplorable disturbances 
of the preceeding nights was 
the 


smouldering ruins in the levee dis- 
trict and a badly hacked-up telephone 
pole upon which, the negro murderer 
had been strung up on Monday night 
and from which citizens and visitors 
alike had been cutting splinters for 
souvenirs of the tragedy. 


The Call To Arms, 


As was predicted by the 
Times- 


Democrat last evening, the 
Second 


regimoni, received a call to arms about 
4:30 
o'clock, the call coming directly
